They would promote slum clearance in 


two ways. Thev insist on rigid enforce- 
ment of city ordinances on health, safety 
and sanitation.

Picket lines, USA style, are one 
thing. and crossing them is more 
of a mental than a physical haz- 
ard. A picket line of stumpy little 
Central American Indians, full of 
fiery whiteye, and striking sparks 
from the railroad tracks with their 
razor-sharp machetes is another 
thing entirely. 

These picket lines were strictly 
unorganized and more of a show of 
bravado than anything else.

WASHINGTON, iday 23—If prog- 
ress on appropriations bills is 
the key, as it usually is, Congress 
stands an excellent change of 
meeting this year’s adjournment 
target of July 31. 

Congress is just about a month 
ahead of last year’s schedule in 
handling the 11 regular money 
bills implementing the federal 
budget. At least 10 will be out of 
the way by early July unless some 
unexpected hitch should develop. 
IKE’S BILLS 

Seven of the bills, representing 
five-sixths of President Eisen- 
hower’s total requests for appro- 
priations to run the government 
in the 1955 fiscal] year, have been 
passed by the House. Five had 
been passed at this time last 
year, but one of them actually 
was only half a bill—the Independ- 
ent Offices Measure was handled 
in two parts. 

Two of the House-approved 
bills also have been passed by 
the Senate, and one has gone to 
the White House. Senate com- 
mittee hearings have been com- 
pleted on four of the other five. 
One of the four is ready for 
Senate consideration. 

SENATE OKAY 

At this time last year, one bill 
had been passed by the Senate 
and none had gone to the White 
House. Only one had gone to the 
White House by June 30. Even so, 
a flurry of activity resulted in 
final action on all of the bills by 
July 15, and Congress adjourned 
two weeks later. 

If Congress disposes of the ap- 
propriations task this session by 
June 30, the end of the 1954 fiscal 
year, it will be the first time the 
target has been met in six years. 
In 1951, the last bill went to the 
White House on Oct. 31. In 1950, 
it was Sept. 6 and, in 1949, Oct. 
2S. 

AID BARRIER 

The main obstacle to achieve- 

ment of the goal is the bill pro 


viding funds to finance the for-| 


eign aid program. The House and 
Senate have not passed the basic 
authorization, which must be ap- 
proved before action on the ap- 
propriation. 

Two other money bills have not 
yet been reported to the House, 
but no hitch is expected. One pro- 
vides funds for the Labor depart- 
ment and the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The other carries the District of 
Columbia governmental budget. 
The legislative-judiciary bill is 
ready for House action. 

In passing the first seven bills, 
the House has acted on $42,113,- 
000,000 of the President's total re- 
quests of $48,474,000,000. The ad- 
ministration actually expects to 
spend $65,570,000,000 in the com- 
ing fiscal year, but a large part 
of the necessary appropriations 
was voted by Congress in pre- 
vious years.

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a THE CHIEF, A HALL OF FAMER, LEFT A MILLION FRIENDS 


PHILADELPHIA, May 23 W—Charles Albert Bender, the 
Chippewa “Chief’’ who pitched his way to baseball immortality 
with a cool skill seldom equalled in the game he loved, died 
Saturday night at 71. 

The rugged athlete, Hiawatha land stalwart who became an 
idol of millions, had been in hospital since April 12, suffering 
from cancer and heart disease. Two years ago he became criti- 
eally ill, but rallied after a major operation and, with the help 


of modern drugs made an uncommonly vigorous comeback. 


So far as the formal record goes, Chief Bender's finest hour 
struck when the old timers committee named him to profession- 
al baseball’s Hall of Fame last September. That was the crown- 


ing reward for 50 years packed with glory. 


But the fans who devoured the details of his career—most 
of it as player or coach with the Philadelphia Athletics—long 
before had given him a place in their affections that was per- 
haps the truest measure of his worth. The way the fans talked 
about the Chief as ball player and as a man added up to the 


most shining tribute of all. 


Again and again their leyalty and admiration found expres- 
sion, not only in the excitement at the ball park whenever Ben- 
der appeared, but in practical ways. When the Chief fell ill 
in 1952 he and his wife did not know how they could foot the 
bills. The family budget was always under heavy strain, for 
Bender came to baseball too soon to get a whack at the big 
money. 

Top men in sports and just plain Joes decided to have a 
Chief Bender Day. This type of thing generally’ Yheans that a 
sports star or ex-star is given a car, a television set, a refrigera- 
tor, elaborate fishing gear. airplane luggage. Not.so with the 
Chief. Cash was needed, and cash he got, enough to lessen the 
worry for a while. Much more recently, the ailing Bender need- 
ed money—and blood. Friends helped, and the Red Cross ap- 
pealed for donors. The response: ‘‘Anything for the Chief.” 

The name certainly had stuck. It’s a good guess that any 
number of Bender's devotees did not Know his given names. 
Connie Mack, the one-time boss of the Athletics, was one of 
the few who did not use the nickname. For reasons best known 


to himself. he celled the man he often said was one of his fa-

The Chief was a contemporary of such other great pitchers 
as Christy Mathewson, Eddie Plank, Rube Wadde!! and Waltet 
Johnson, With the possible exception of Johnson, old timers say, 
it is doubtful if any other pitcher ever put more zing on a 
baseball that Bender did. 

Connie Mack called him ‘‘my greatest one-game pitches.’ 
Meaning: “Say it was a tight race and everything depended 
on one game. I'd just use Albert the greatest money pitcher of 
all time.” 

Just before the 1913 World Series, Connie. called Bender to 
his office and said, ‘I'm banking on you to win.’ Saving he'd 
do his best, Bender turned to go but was called back by his

Some people grow nervous at 
banquets and tremble when lift- 
ing their coffee cups to their 
lips.

In such cases, try grasping the 
handle with extra force and 
maintain a tight squeeze on that 
handle.
